Itoople OB Upper Floors Either Stunned 


••4 Burned to Death or Suffocated 
After Having Escape Cut Off—Cause 
of Explosion Unknown 


Paterson, N. J., June 22.—Many per- 


sons were killed aud injured yesterday 
es the result of at explosion among a 
large quantity of flreworks in the store 
of Abraham M. Uittenhurg here. 
Tlio 


cause of the explosion is not known. 
The property loss will not exceed $35,- 
000.

Those missing and almost certainly 


dead are Mrs. Mary Elsasse, Joseph El- 
vin, Mrs. Ann Fenteman and two neph- 
ews of Mrs. Lannigan. 


Eight persons were injured. 
The explosion occurred shortly after 


noon, when many of the occupants of 
the building were out for dinner. The 
building in which the explosion took 
place was a frame tenement house, four 
stories high, with stores on the ground 
floor. The middle store was occupied 
by Hittenburg. 
Ten families occupied 


flats in the building. 


Had the explosion occurred half an 


hour later, a death list of hundreds 
Blight have been rolled up, for adjoin- 
ing the wrecked building was No. 3 
school, lu which there were hundreds 
of children. 
Xot only was the school 


damaged, but large quantities of wreck- 
ftge were hurled into it. As it was, some 
of the schoolchildren playing near tho 
Bcnoolhouse were injured. 
So great 


was the force of the explosion that a boy 
playing In the street half a block away 
was lifted from his feet and hurled 
against an Iron fence, aud one of his 
legs broken. 
There was a trolley car 


In front of the building when the ex- 
plosion occurred, and the burst of flames 
scorched the sides of the car and singed 
the hair of the passengers. 


Those who were upon the upper floors 


of the building were either stunned and 
then burned to death, or found escape 
cut off and were suffocated. After the 
first explosion there was a series of 
smaller ones", and then came the second 
big explosion, which was muffled and 
deadened and probably occurred in the 
cellar. 


Every building in the neighborhood 


was stripped of glass. Families seated 
In them at their dinner were thrown 
from their chairs to the floor. Then 
there was an exciting scene in the 
streets. 
Parents lost control of their 


children, and were soon rushing about 
looking for them. Rumors spread that 
a score of little ones were being car- 
ried away from the ruins, 


Meanwhile the flames were bursting 


from every part of the tenement build- 
Ing. 
A woman appeared at one of the 


windows, a mass of flames. She leaped 
out and fell through the fire to the yard 
below. 
At great risk she was dragged 


away, but it was too late, for the flesh 
•was dropping from her bones. 
Later 


It was discovered that she was Mrs. 
Williams, who is numbered among the 
dead. 


Mrs. William?' tinshand was a cripple. 


His wife is supposed to have remained 
longer than she could with safety in an 
-effort to save him. 
He was found 


burned to a crisp on bis bed. 


Mrs. Zimmer, mother-in-law of Rit- 


tenburg, la known to be dead. 
It is 


•aid that she wa s stand ing at the rea r of 
the store talking to a travelling sales- 
man when 
the 
explosion occurred. 


What became of the salesman is not 
known. 


Daniel Dooley was in the yard when 


the explosion took place. 
He saw the 


two Eittenburg children in the rear 
room, and rushed into tho flames for 
them. 
He gt>t one of them and carried 


It out, and tried to go back for the 
other, but the room was then one mass 
Of fire. Dooley wap badly scorched in 
rescuing the first child. 


From the front of the building, Mrs. 


Jessup and her husband jumped to the 
Sidewalk. They were seated at dinner, 
and, together they ran to the front win- 
dow and leaped. 
Jessup says the ex- 


plosion seemed to force the fire right 
through the floor under their feet. 


Others of the tenants were meanwhile 


hanging from the windows ready to 
drop.

Pending Final Disposition of the Cave 


—Court Charged Jurors That Even 
Outrage Was No Justlflcatlon For 
Assault—Prisoner Disappointed 


Jersey City, N. J., June 22.—The jury 


which tried Thomas G. Barker of Ar- 
lington for shooting, with intent to kill, 
Iter. John Keller of the same town, filed 
out of court yesterday afternoon, took 
one ballot, and returned with a verdict 
of guilty. 
In the charge of the judge 


the jury were told that thr-y must .set 
aside all else and decide ouly whether 
Barker, with intent to kill, fired at Kel- 
ler. 


Barker is once more an Inmate of the 


county jail. He must remain thereun- 
til $10,000 bail is furnished, 
llis old 


bail was $5000. 
Before him stands a 


possible seven years' Imprisonment and 
a possible fine of $2000. 


Mrs, Barker was not In the court room 


to hear the verdict. She wns in another 
part of the court house. 
In fact there 


were very few present, for the crowd 
scattered to get a breatl". of fresh air, 
not supposing the jury would come in 
within ao hour at least. 
When Mrs. 


Barker was told that tho case had gona 
against her husband, she showed con- 
siderable emotion, but did not collapse, 
as was feared. 
Mr. Keller was also ab- 


sent, and showed no emotion when told 
of the verdict. Barker himself took the- 
decree of the jury without faltering. 


He »ad expected an acquittal, al- 


though his friends had told him that a 
disagreement was the'best he might 
expect. 
He based his hopes upon the 


strong plea of his counsel, who advanced 
the "unwritten law" that a man has a 
right to kill in defense or In revenge 
where his wife's sanctity is assailed. 
Whatever effect this line of pleading 
may have had upon the jury was swept 
away by the cold charge of the judge. 
The court charged the jury that "the 
story of the alleged outrage, or the out- 
rage itself, if true, was no justification 
of the defendant's assault." 


The court explained he had admitted j 


the fact that Barker had been told of 
an assault, not because that had any- 
thing to do with tho "ise, but because it 
was for the jury to determine if the 
telling of the story had anything to do 
with making the defendant criminally 
Irresponsible. 
If 'they believed the de- 


fendant was sane at the time of the 
shooting they must convict. 


In his closing argument, Prosecutor 


Erwin himself referred to the alleged 
assault. 
He asked the jurors if the 


woman's course was the natural one. 
fhe had kept her alleged secret for 18 
months. Even after rfcat longtime,her 
husband first heard the story, not from 
her, but from a man. He characterized 
tho story as improbable, saying Mrs. 
Barker, if tbe story was true, would, in 
the natural course, have told "her hus- 
band of it at once, and, failing that, 
would have wade a confidant of a wom- 
an. 


The jury took but one ballot, but it was 


divided into two parts. 
The first was 


unanimously for guilty. 
Then ballots 


were cast as to the degree, and again 
it was a unit for the highest degree 
charged. 


Mr. Keller, as soon as the trial was 


completed, issued a brief statement in 
which he absolutely denied the truth of 
the allegations that have been made and 
published by Mrs. Barker. 


Barker will probably be sentenced 


on Thursday next, and then his counsel 
will file tno papers in an appeal to the 
supreme court. 


Barker, in an Interview, said: "I did 


cot expect such a verdict. 
It seemed 


to me there was a reasonable doubt. I 
believe that no 12 men would convict 
me after hearing my wife's story. 
I 


believe that the supreme court will give 
me a new trial, and that then my wife's 
story will be told."

Burlington, Vt,, June 22.—Three gun 


carriagos, a quantity of cannonballs 
aud numerous other articles have been 
recovered by divers near Valcour island 
in Lake Champlain, on the chartered lo- 
cation of the schooner Royal Savage, 
which was sunk during a naval engage- 
ment with tke English fleet on Get. 11, 
1776. 


The diving operations are being con- 


ducted by J. G. Palcon of Evansvilte, 
Ills., and with his OIK fit the first attempt 
to raise material from" the wreck of tha 
Koyal Savage was made Wednesday. 
The relics of Revolutionary days havo 
baen< brought "Lore. 
Ono gun carriage 


has been presented to, the city of Bur- 
llngtQBi and the other two are being 
bo,\cd for shipment (o the Smithsonian 
institute at Washington. 


The metal parts of the gun carriages 


are eaten with rust, but the wood is par- 
tially petrified. 
The carriages are two 


feet high, three feet wide anil four feel 
long. Among the cannonb'ills are ball, 
chain nnd grape shot. 
Mr, Falcon will 


continue his searches near Valcourbay, 
with the hope of securing the papers ot 
General Arnold, which were lost at tha 
time of the battle. 


The Royal Savage was one of the fleet 


of lake craft prepared under the direc- 
tion of General Arnold to stop the Brit- 
ish campaign in 1770. 
In August o« 


that year Arnold had 55 guns, 78 swivels 
and 395 men on the sloop Enterprise, 
schooner Royal Savage, schooner Ke- 
venge, schooner Liberty and gondolas 
New Haven, Providence, Boston, Spit- 
fire and Philadelphia. 


After several small engagements be- 


tween the Americans and the Canadians 
and Indians, the (lent was anchored on 
Pept. 23 in tho channel between Valcout 
island and tho main short1. 
His fleet 


had been increased and numbered 15 
vessels, mounting 84 guns. 
The Brit- 


ish force was 29 vessels, mounting 89 
guns. 


On Friday motning, Oct. 11, the Brit- 


ish fleet was seen passing Cumberland 
Head, headed for Crown Point, tovrarda 
•which it was supposed Arnold had re- 
treated.

fashion that will relieve society of the 
burden of paying poor rates for those 
for whose support he Is morally re- 
sponsible. 
If ever the state carries 


out the irie. o* establishing 
farms 


upon which tramps may be compelled 
to work, the "married tramp" (as- he 
may well be called) should also be 
sent to this proposed reform school.— 
Boston Advertiser. 


The best thing to do with,the really, 


truly, sll-the-time shiftless and im- 
provident husband is to put him in 
jail for a reasonably long term, then 
let that fact that he was imprisoned 
P>r 
non-support 
become 
evidence 


enough in itself to permit the wife in 
the case get a divorce. 


It does little good to set a man tem- 


porarily at work at a state farm or 
elsewhere as a means of throwing a 
few dollars into his wife's lap. That 
amount of relief does little good ,and 
when the man is over his term of im- 
prisonment he returns to the family 
and proceeds, as a rule, to behave 
worse than ever and to be more ruth- 
lessly improvident—Brockton Enter- 
prise. 


The problem here discovered is a 


complex one. If the shiftless and in- 
temperate husband were the only one 
to blame the solution would be easier. 
But ill-directed charity and the atti- 
tude of the abused and neglected wife 
makes the question both difficult and 
delicate. 
There is probably not a 


church charity society m the country 
that is not giving the most substan- 
tial aid to this kind of husband to pur- 
sue his way according to his will. This 
is done by the church, society over- 
looking the essential element in the 
case and taking upon itself the sup- 
port 'of the neglected wife and chil- 
dren. The careless husband, when 
this is done, is in the best possible 
shape to squander his earnings and 
gc- about indifferent to his moral and 
family responsibilities. 
It is no ex- 


aggeration to say tha,t most church 
and other charity societies are the 
greatest aids to and comforters of the 
"married tramp." 


When the law interposes—as it very 


often is forced to do—the wife of the 
"married tramp" turns out to be his 
most valuable ally. Freed irom car- 
ing- for his family by senseless char- 
ity, the dissipated husband takes to 
his cups and generally 
remains in 


them, enjoying himself to his tastes. 
He will not live apart from his wife, 
who is maintained for him by benevo- 
lent persons, and in a drunken fit as- 
saults his wife and children. 
Here 


the police step in, often at the request 
of the wife, but when the case comes 
up in court it is almost impossible to 
find the wife to testify against 
her 


brutal husband. 
Police courts are 


forced time and again to 
discharge 


such cases for lack of evidence that 
the wife could supply, or to do what is 
in their power to compel the wife to 
appear- and testify, The fact of the 
matter is, the wife of the useless hus- 
band is satisfied to have the husband 
around so long as she can find support 
for her children and herself. Here, 
then, we have foolish charity and a 
low order of conjugal attachment ef- 
fectively allied to develop and main- 
tain that despicable and criminal 
class, the class of the married tramp. 


This should be broken up, no matte" 


how many tears from the sentimental 
it would waste. So far as we can see, 
the points to begin at are the court's 
and the city almoner's office. 
The 


charity societies may be left out of th» 
reckoning, as altogether too unstable to 
treat with. The law ,of course, is in- 
sufficient, and to make it sufficient 5 
f 


should consider appeals on the part of 
the wife for aid and arrests for drunk- 
enness, when taking plat-e in certain 
numbers within a certain timn, as evi- 
dence proving the incapacity or irre- 
sponsibility of

what should the law do? 
Separate 


the man from his family at once and 
make it a punishable offense, if consti- 
tutional, for both husband and wife -f 
found living together.

Ing something for the city's good, says 
the New York Sun. He began by pitch- 
ing Into, the firms that were lighting 
the city. He said the city was paying 
too much and ought to have its own 
plant. He pushed his* plan through. 
Then he went for the street railroad 
companies tand ended by making them 
give 3 cent fares. He made the city 
provide new sewers and pave its 
streets. 


In doing all these -things he made 


enemies, for he waa more vigorous than 
diplomatic In bis campaigns. 
The 


philanthropic scheme which gave rise 
to the nickname "Potato" Pingree was 
conceived by the mayor before he had 
been long la office. It was a plan to 
turn over the city's unoccupied lauds 
for the cultivation of potatoes by the 
poor. Notwithstanding all the fun that 
was poked at him, he made it IE somo 
degree a success, though he had to get 
up a "municipal circus," with alder- 
men and municipal officers dressed in 
grotesque costumes in a street parade, 
to pay off some of the debts. In this 
connection it is Interesting to state the 
origin of Mr. Pingree's potato farm 
scheme.

den la now being received, says the 
New York Journal. It consists of 3,000 
.specimens given by the management of 
the famous Kew Botanical garden in 
London and is the result primarily of 
an arrangement effected by Director 
In Chief N. L. Brltton and carried out 
by Head Gardener George V. Nash, 
who has just returned from England. 
Sir William Dyer, director at Kew, 
gave Mr. Nash every possible assist- 
ance in making selections and explain- 
ed many administrative features in per 
son. 


The first of three shipments from 


Kew has been received and is being set 
out It includes 350 shrubs, trees and 
vines, 150 succulents and 550 herbace- 
ous plants. In the total number of new 
plants the herbaceous department will 
be increased by 1,000, many of these 
being alpines, and 1,000 packets of 
seeds were received from this depart- 
ment alone. 


Three hundred and fifty species were 


selected from the arboretum, including 
vines and shrubs, and 300 packages of 
seed were secured. A great number of 
succulents were obtained in the green- 
houses, of which a number are now in- 
stalled in house No. 5. South African 
forms are richly represented.

Ex-Governor Pingree had an ex- 


tremely interesting experience in his 
brief visit to South Africa, says W. T. 
Stead in the Kew York Journal. 
He 


went out armed with recommendations 
from Chamberlain, which enabled him 
to pass everywhere fieely through the 
English lines. When he left Londou, 
he was fed up by the jingoes with all 
the calumnies upon the Boers which 
have been resorted to to palliate the at- 
tempted extermination of the republics. 
But the ex-governor of Michigan was 
not the man to allow himself to be con- 
fined within the leading strings of Brit- 
ish officialism. The moment he got to 
South Africa the scales began to fall 
from his eyes. 


Recommendations from the colonial 


office Enabled him to penetrate regions 
hermetically sealed to the ordinary 
civilian. Accompanied ouly by his sec- 
retary, he penetrated into the heart of 
the seat of war and soon had an oppor- 
tunity of making the acquaintance of 
the Boers at lirst hand. Extraordinary 
though it may be, he was able to lunch 
in the British camp in the morning and 
dine with the Boer commando in the 
.evening. 
He found to his astouish- 


ment that the Boers were by no means 
so black as they had been painted. He 
found them courteous, civilized farm- 
ers, closely rcscmbMng those among 
whom his boyhood had been passed. 
They, as he put It, were by no means 
devoid of human Intelligence. 
Thoy 


dressed and washed like civilixcd bo- 
Ings and welcomed with generous hos- 
pitality the traveling American, who 
found them far from in extremis. 


The commandos ho visited were well 


clothed and well armed, every man pos- 
sessing at least two horses, with n 
good reserve of ammunition. They are 
safeguarding it, no doubt, but they still 
have stores of Mausor cartridges to fall 
back upon; but for the present they are 
doing all their fighting with Lce-Mot- 
fords and cartridges which <hey sup- 
ply themselves with from the British 
stores. 


It was impossible that such a man as 


*Mnerce. ^ho always.tough^tbeBattle 


of the poor and oppressed, could fail to 
be deeply touched by the spectacle of 
these heroic burghers maintaining their 
struggle ajrainst overwhelming odds for 
liberty and independence of their coun- 
try, nc found no difficulty whatever 
in traversing the hostile lines. 
He 


drove in a Cape cart, with his secretary 
and ROD riding bicycles as an escort. 
It was somewhat perilous for them, for 
the Boers have the disagreeable al- 
theugh natural habit of shooting all 
bicycle riders on sight, for with them 
cycfcfst and British dispatch rjder are 
synonymous terms. 


They came back unscathed, having 


laid foundations for future business in 
American boots and shoes at the seat 
of war. It is much to be regretted that 
m the interests of truth and justice so 
keen an observer shouldn't have been 
spared to return to his own country to 
describe the Boers as he found them 
in a struggle which must have recalled 
at every turn the stirring episodes in 
the wax of independence.

as to who Is b^ck of the Hacfeensack 
Meadows Company and what are the 
plans of the company, which was in- 
corporated with a capital of $8,000,000 
for the Improvement of the Pike estate 
of 3,393 acres of meadow land, says 
the Jfew York Evening; Sun. 
B/umor 


had had it that J. Pierpont Morgan 
and important railroad interests were 
back of the meadows syndicate, and 
various reports as to what was to be 
done with the land have been circulat- 
ed. Mr. Pratt, who Is deeply interested 
In all riparian improvements in New 
Jersey and who has kept close track of 
all that has taken place or been con- 
templated in the last 35 years, has seen 
plans for the improvement of the Pike 
estate. 


He does not believe that Mr. Morgan 


Is in the enterprise, but is of the opin- 
ion that the meadows are to be re- 
claimed by a group of English capital- 
ists. 
The fact that Lawyer Henry 


6prague of the law firm of Stetson, 
Jennings & Kussell, who arranged the 
purchase of the Pike property for $lr 
600,000, Is now in England, presumably 
In the interests of the meadows com- 
pany, seems to bear out this view. 


"I have seen the plans of the Hack- 


ensack Meadow company for the im- 
provement of the Pike property," said 
Mr. Pratt the other morning. "I want- 
ed information concerning the improve- 
ment and called at the office of the 
company to obtain it The plans have 
all been perfected, and the company 
even has a picture of the improvement 
as it will appear when completed. It 
Is proposed to follow the plan employed 
In England and in Holland in reclaim- 
Ing the meadows, the diking system, 
which has been so successful in those 
countries. 


"The plan is to go back from tide wa- 


ter a sufficient distance to make the 
levee Impenetrable and then build a 
broad bank that will eatirely surround 
the property. Back of the levee will 
be dug a deep canal, deeper than the 
water outside. It will be so construct- 
ed that the water from without cannot 
enter. This canal will drain the land, 
and in time of heavy ralna the water 
will be pumped from the canal into the 
outside water. The .earth excavated 
from the canal will be used to con- 
Btruct tie levee, which will be broad 
enough to permit the erection of large 
.warehonses upon It. The plans already 
contemplate the erection of such ware- 
houses on the levee. The land, when 
reclaimed, will be used for manufac- 
turing Bites, and on it will be erected 
not only factories, but homes for the 
factory employees, 


"The syndicate has planned to build 


a belt railroad around the entire tract, 
and spurs will be constructed to each 
factory connecting with the main line. 
The belt railroad will connect with all 
the large railroads that cross the mead- 
ows—the Pennsylvania, Erie, Dela- 
ware, Lacbawanna and Western, Le- 
blgh Valley, Central of New Jersey 
and others—and will give direct com- 
munication by rail to all parts of the 
United States, while wharfs will be 
constructed on the Hackensack and 
Passalc rivers wblcb will give, when 
the waterways are deepened, water 
communication with all parts of the 
world."

ment of the meadows will be began 
.within a few weeks;

Day Problems, Followed by Dr. 


M. M. Brown. What the 


Graduates Will Do 


Drury-high school added another to 


its list of 'classes of the past, when 30 
pupUs of the class of 1901 were given 
diplomas for the successful comple- 
tion of the course last evening-. The 
graduation was held 
in 
Richmond 


theater, a new setting for the familiar 
form of exercises, which, with one ex- 
ception have been held heretofore in 
the churches of the city. 


The theater was crowded ,the few 


unoccupied seats being- those for -which 
tickets had been taken but not used, 
and which many who were unable to 
gain admission would have been glad 
to secure. It was, as are all gradua- 
tion audiences, a responsive gathering^ 
eager to welcome the members of the 
class, ana happy in the expression of 
its appreciation of the excellence of 
the program. 


The resources of the theater to care 


for a summer crowd were brought into 
full play for the first time, and in 
spite of the warm weather, the audi- 
ence was kept as- comfortable as pos- 
sible by the use of the ventilating 
fans, which were run throughout the 
evening except when the speaking was 
in progress. The crowd was handled 
well, no more tickets 
having 
been 


g-iven out than there were seats to ac- 
commodate. The only fault, to which 
Dr. Gadsby called pointed attention, 
being the lateness of tb,e arrival of 
many, which delayed the opening of 
the exercises for some time. 


As for the exercises themselves, the 


standard set by Drury has always re- 
mained high, and the program of last 
evening was- well worthy of a place in 
the long list of those which have given 
the community cause to feel pride in 
its high school. 
One feature which 


deserved attention, was in the choice 
of subjects for the graduation essays 
and orations ,most of them being- se- 
lected for their timely interest, while 
they were treated with an originality 
and breadth that called for the highest 
commendation. 


It was considerably after 8 when 


the program was begun, since at the 
hour set for beginning the theater was 
hardly more than 
half filled. The 


audience took its time about arriving, 
in marked contrast to the promptness 
and smoothness with which the stu- 
dents conducted their part in 
the 


event. 


Promptly at 8 o'clock the curtain 


rose, and revealed a scene which for 
beauty and attractiveness could rarel3 
be equalled. The stage had been pro- 
vided with seats elevated from front 
to back, and these were occupied by 
the members of the schpol, the girls 
in white on the right, and the boys in 
black on the left, while the stage was 
enclosed in a wood scene setting. The 
whole formed a picture that called for 
expressions of pleasure as the curtain 
rose, and attracted the instant atten- 
tion of all who entered 
afterwards. 


There were no other decoration, and 
none were needed. 


The members of the school commit- 


tee, Principal H. H. Gadsby, Rev. J.

Tower, who directed the music, oc- 
cupied a corner of the stage, while 
the members of the 
Drury 
faculty 


ocupied a box at the left. The gradu- 
ating class 'occupied the front seats of 
the stage. 


As the curtain went up, the members 


of the school, under the direction of 
Professor Tower at the pia.no, sang 
Verdi's Pilgrim's chorus. The , audience 
was not ready, however, for the be- 
ginning of the program ,and so the 
school sat silent for over a- quarter of 
an hour, while the seats of the house 
steadily filled

audience was 


pretty well in place, the school rose 
and again sang the Pilgrim's chorus, 
which was followed by the invocation 
by Rev. J. H. Spencer. The essays 
and orations of the program then fol- 
lowed, three musical selections giving 
variety to the exercises before the 
class song was sung. 


The first speaker was George E. Mor 


ns, whoss subject w-ij "John Boyle 
O'Reilly." The poet's character was the 
main tiipme cf the oration, and brief 
(-ketches of parts of his life were given 
as illustrations of his many admirable 
traits. As man, patriot and poet his 
life was well .rounded out. His pa- 
triotic work for the Irish people -\\-as 
treated sympathetically, and the dis- 
tinguishing marks of his poetry were 
touched ton. At his death it was real- 
ized that the country harl lost a man 
of rare genius who had been through 
all the 
sorrows, 
degradations and 


difficulties 'of his- life, a brave, honest 
Christian. 


Teresa Claire Sullivan read an es- 


say on "Perseverance the price of suc- 
cess. She showed how all achievement 
came only through diligence, and in- 
stances in the lives of great.men were 
given to emphasize this- thought, while 
some of the accomplishments of civili- 
zation were used to illustrate the same 
idea. Several local matters were re- 
ferred to as illustrations, including 
the securing of the 
state normal 


school and the building 'of the Hoosac 
tunnel. As we conciuer the difficulties 
presented to us we are strengthened 
for the severer problems of life. 


Mala PiObinson Sykes took 
for th* 


subject of her essay 
"The American 


millionaire." She spoke of the million- 
aire as an important factor in present 
day conditions, a factor 
which 
has 


both good and evil 
tendencies. She 


spoke 'it the good done by such mil- 
lionaires as Carnegie, Rockefeller and 
Helen Gould and then of the evils of 
trusts which arc formed by the million- 
aires, ivhlch 'hrow deserving men out

Jeremiah P. Wall delivered an ora- 


tion on "The Slav and the Amrlo-S 
on," in which he described the strug- 
gle between Russian and British, in- 
fluence in the far East. He referrec 
to the way in which the world is slow- 
ly being divided between the nowers 
China, with one fourth of Ihe »ot>ula 
tion of the world being now the sea 
of the contest in which Great Britair 
and Russia arc playing the 
leading 


parts. Theiis is a world struggle and 
conflicting methods are opposing each

and csoecially to this country. 


Harriet Gardner Parker's essay was 


on "The awakening ,of the people.' 
She told of how history has rr>t>eater
